present; that they have no resouros but а eonttnuance of crime, іп 
whioh tha heart of eyen the best intentioned must inevitably be- 
come hardened aud the conscience seared. He well knows that 
they osunot take the firat step of &mendment themselves, that they 
are not permitted to originate it—nay, that they are even prevented 
from so doing. It is notorious that no: one employer in a thou- 
sand will take iato his service, or allow to remain in it, & man 
known to have been once within the Wélls of a prison. It is 
equally notorious that the police think жәсеввегу to '' warn” um- 
ployers that such are in their dérvioe, stupidly ignoring the in- 
ference that the very fact proves an intention to live honestly W 
possible. Mr. Osrtor, fiading that honest industry, іп sevlu sion, is 
denied to the fallen man, proposes to grapple with the question in 
the boldes; manuer, by providing an institution whore repentent 
thieves may openly aud avowedly, es such, pursue an upright 
сатвот. He fatiaistes hls desire, with the help of the benevolent, 
of purchasing or l asin 5 à farm in the neighbourhood of the metro 
polia, for the purpose of establishing a “ working institution for 
fallen mon." He proposes that “each inmate shall be severely 
tested ва to his sincerity before being reooeived That 
all shall be set to work, and kept to it constantly "— 
the surest test, we should imagine — “and thus taught 
industrious habits.” Не intends that ‘workshops shall be 
constructed, and efli-ient masters placed over each department of 
labour, to teach the men trades whereby they may honestly earn 
their own bread.”

Тив town ol Wiesbaden, іп 
Germany, has long been а 
famous resort for the conti- 
nental tourist and for the in- 
үенд. A long avenue of 
асасізе, whioh serves as а 
promenede for the water- 
drinkers, leads up to the 

nolpal spring, the Koch- 

runnen (boiling spring) It 
hae all the appearance of a 
cauldron in violent ebulli- 
tion, and its temperature is 
56° of Нева mur. Its waters 
are used both for drinting 
end to supply the principal 
baths іп the town; but so 
copious is the source that, 
after all this consumption, 
а vast quantity runs over, 
and escapes through the 
gutters and drains. A stran- 
ger is astonished at first, as 
he walks along the streets, 
to perceive clouds of vapour 
arising on all sides out of 
the ground. This may be 
somewhat 


in summer. If other 
sre hot, Wiesbaden msy be 
said to be boiling hot. 

When dinner is over, every 
one betakes himself to the 
garden behind the Kar-Saal, 
to sip coffee or са тыа 
are placed out in open

ALARMING EXTENSION OF THE OATTLE PLAGUE. 
Tug cattle plague har suddenly oxhibited an entirely new 
and unexpected development. A report of Professor Simonds 
bas been made to tho clerk of the council that the dicesse 
has broken ont among the sheep, acoompanied by all ite 
most fata! characteristics; and, further, that there is every 
appearance of the infection having been communicated both 
from вһсер to cows, and from cows to sheep. The facts 
of the casa are singularly unmistakavlo and complete. On the 
17th of Angust a farmer at Blakeney, in Norfolk, received on his 
farm 120 Isaba which had been bought at Thetford Fair. Оа their 
arrival some of them showed signs of unusual fatigue, which was st- 
tribated to ihs heat of the weather and to their long journey. The 
shepherd, however, at once pronounced them unhealthy, and re- 
commenced that they should be returned to the dealer. It was soon 
ovident that disesse, and not fatigue, was affecting them, and the 
symptoms rapidly spread amoug the flook. On the 24:h of August 
—the dates are not the.least important part of the story—two of the 
worst cases were removed from the field toa shed іп which a сот 
was sleo placed. On the 25 h two lambs died, and on the 27th the 
whole flock were brought into the yard in which the shed stood. 
Another ehed was separated from this yard by nothing more then 
some furze fagote, sed into this shed some cows were driven night 
ard morning for the purpose of being mílked. From this time the 
disease opread among the Jambs with the same deadly rapidity which 
has marked its ravages among herds of cows, until on the 22nd of 
September forty-six of tho flock were dead and twenty-seven were 
seriously affected. The sympsome were precisely those of the 
cattle plague, and post-mortem examinations, both by Mr Simonds 
and by other authorities at the Veterinary College, revealed all thu 
familiar marks of the same disease
